They tore off the mask, and 
proclaimed their intention to work un- 
pendent Republic. It was in these cire 
stances that the Premier appealed to all 
law-abiding men to let patriotism triumph 
over race and to unite in the formation of 
a centre party for the defence of the Con- 
stitution.. His call has met with the suc- 
cess that it deserved. Very few of his 
Dutch followers in the South African 
P&rty have abandoned his leadership for 
that of General Hertzog; and Sir. Thomas 
Smartt and the Unionist Party have given 
the movement their whole-hearted support. 
A few details have still to be settled, but 
for practical purposes the Unionist Party 
—a party composed almost entirely of 
Britons—has been absorbed by the South 
African Party. For the members its dis- 
appearance from the political stage must 
be a matter for regret, but they will have 
that deep sense of satisfaction which 
sacrifice for a good cause brings. 


General Wrangel. : 


The military situation in South Russia 
has entered a critical phase. The .cessa- 
tion of hostilities on the Polish front 
enabled the Bolsheviks to concentrüte all 
their best troops against General 
-Wrangel’s little force, and during the last 
fortnight it has been forced to evacuate 
several. important positions. Alexandgpvsk, 
which was won at heavy cost, has been 
surrendered, and the Bolsheviks have re. 
gained possession of virtually all the terri- 
tory between that town and the Crimea. 
Only by the most desperate fighting has the 
| White force been able to maintain communi- 
cations with its base. Gallantry and good 
generalship, however, saved the situation. 
General Wrangel’s activities now are con- 
fined entirely to the defence of. the 
Crimea. Fortunately, the position lends 
itself to defence, and already the Reds 
have learned that an attack on the Pere. 
kop isthmus is a very costly affair. It is 
probable, however, that they will persevere 
in their efforts to capture this “ gate- 
way, for the Mostow Government realises 
that not merely its prestige, but its exist- 
one, depends upon its ability to crush the 
White Army before the winter is at an 
end. General Wrangel's chief cause of 
anxiety just. now is the prevalence of 
typhus ainong bis troops and the scarcity 
of food and material.
